Hate". He said the pickets were singing and chanting 
the song "We Shall Overcome."

I stated that approximately five hundred 
persons attended the meeting and that he believed the 
average age to be about forty five years with many older 
persons who walked with canes and crutches. He stated 
that most of the persons present appeared to be filling 
out applications for membership.

I stated that at the conclusion 
of the, meeting, the number of pickets had increased and that 
a cro\vd of several hundred onlookers were also present. He 
stated that the group Inside the auditorium were let out the 
side door at which time many pickets ran to this door and 
c%sed a great deal of confusion from their shouting. He 
salted that an explosive situation existed at that time. 


I [stated he observed two Pasadena Police 

Officers escort the three Nazi pickets in uniform to a 
parking lot and told the Nazis to get into their car and 
leave. 


I stated that a number of. television 

stations were present and i^ere interviewing various persons. 
He at ate d that to his knowledge no reporters or television 
persons were allowed inside the auditorium. 

I I stated that in spite of the large 

crovfds moving about causing a great deal of confusion, he 
did not observe any outbreaks of violence nor did he observe 
any arrests being made by the Pasadena Police Department.

A source has advised on August 2, I963, that the 
American Nazi Party, Los Angeles, California (ANPLA), which 
branch has also been known as the American Nazi Party, Western 
Division (ANPWD), came into existence as follows; 


In October, i960. 


]was made a member 


of the American Nazi Party (ANP) bv the national h eadquarters 
of that group as a result of his I I line pro- 

testing t he marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian. At that time 
told the Los Angeles Police Department he was in 


complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKVJELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he. I I is trying to wake 

up the people to what is going on; that the Jewlsh-owned press 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 


a Rnenial 


On March 7^ 1962, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
was one of his leaders in Los Angeles. 


At a press conference on May 2, 1963* in Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he is a lieutenant in the 
ANP and the ninth-ranking officer of the organization. He stated 
he arrived in Los Angeles May 1, 1963* to take charge of the 
party's headquarters in the Los Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 


GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived in Los Angeles on 
May 6, 1963, and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963* where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters were to 
be established in California.

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past advised August 3, 1964, that the captioned organization 
would hold a meeting at the Los Angeles Breakfast Club, 3201 Los 
Peliz Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, and that the Congress 
of Racial Equality (CORE) planned to picket this meeting in 
protest. 

Sources advised oh August 4, 1964, that approximately 
two hundred and twenty-five persons attended this meeting and 
those in attendance were told that if they were not members they 
must join immediately or leave the meeting. 

During the course of the meeting a Board of Directors, 
comprising approximately fifty persons convened in another area 
V c of the building and an Executive Committee was elected, which 

included Clyde G’S>^eynolds, Presid ent, and Mrs. Dal^'^lford, ^ 
wjx Secretary, among others. Louis W>s^ollis, Executive Erector ^ 
of the Citizens ' Councils of America then administered the oath 
of office to those elected. 

It was then announced that the Executive Committee would 
meet weekly, while the next meeting for the Board of Directors 
would be on August 10, 1964, at the Huntington Hotel, Pasadena, 
California. Most of the meeting was concerned with the discussion 
concerning the Council's primary goal here, namely to help insure 
passage of the initiative to repeal the California Rumford Housing 
Act, and the fact that the group planned to have Alabama Governor 
George C. Wallace speak in Los Angeles within the next two months.

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
follows : 

"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by PRANK WILKINSON, 
an Identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee, 

Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 

"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, Virere mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, I958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared thatttie party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than imder party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being ejqDosed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
ComiTiunlst rallies without creating the ipression that the party 
was conspiring with witnesses to withhold infoimation from 
the committee . "

On November l6, I965, a source who has furnished 
reliable Information in the past advised that a meeting of the 
GLACC was held on November I5, 1965 > at the Wilson Junloj:v^gh 
School, 300 South Madre, Pasadena, California. James (L^lark, Jr., 
Sheriff, Dallas County, Alabama, was the guest speaker et this 
meeting. There were approximately 800 persons in attendance 
at this meeting, the audience being composed of those affiliated 
with the GLACC, also members of various civil rights groups. 

Outside the building there were approximately 400-500 
pickets from various civil rights groups such as the Congress of 
Racial Equality, and the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. The pickets carried signs such as "Racists Go 
Home" and "Sheriff Clark go back to Selma." In addition, several 
members of the American Nazi Party counter-picketed. 

When Sheriff Clark began to talk, many in the audience 
began to sing songs such as "We Shall Overcome," in an attempt to 
drown out the speech by Clark. The audience, comprising at least 
50^ sympathetic to the civil rights movement, started their sing- 
ing and catcalls at 7:10 PM, ten minutes after the doors to the 
auditorium opened, and continued continuously until the meeting 
abruptly ended. Clark spoke for approximately ten minutes, 
and when the song "We Shall Overcome" was sung, he noted that 
this song was "written by a communist in the south." The speech 
given by Clark was barely discernable because of the shouting and 
singing.

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 18, 1966 that a group would 
be meeting at the Hacienda Motel, Bakersfield, California, 
on the night of January 18, 1966 in an attempt to set up 
a Kem County Citizens' Council, a white segregationist 
organization. 

This source stated that he had no additional 
information concerning the organizers of the group at 
that time, except that he believed it would be Influenced 
by unknown individuals from the Los Angeles, California, 
area, and would probably receive some publicity in the 
local newspapers . 

A source advised on January 19, 1966 that 
during the evening of January l8, I966 a meeting attended 
by from 10 to 15 individuals wa^ held at the El Tejon 
Hotel, Bakersfield, California, 'for the reported purpose 
of organizing a Kern County Citizens' Council in 
Bakersfield, California. As the segregationist meeting 
commenced, a group of from 20-3^ Negroes and whites entered 
the meeting room and refused "lb leave. This group did not 
mention that they represented; any particular organization, 
but were assumed to be civil rights protagonists. When 
the group failed to leave the' meeting room when requested 
by the Kem County Citizens ' Council spokesmen, and hotel 
officials, the Bakersfield Police Department was called. 

Two police officers were dispatched to the scene, 
persuaded the interracial ghoup to disperse without 
making any arrests, and thefre was no violence. This source 
advised that there had beeh no forewarning of the 
attendance of the latter group at the meeting.

On May 9 > 19^7 ^ a meeting of the GLACC was held 
at the Embassy Auditorium, 9th Street and South Grand 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California.

' The guest speaker for the meeting was James G. 

Clark, former Sheriff, Dallas County, Alabama, who spoke 
■of the civil rights march from Selma to Montgomery, 

'Alabama in 1965 . 

Outside the Embassy Auditorium there were two 
pickets carrying signs that advertised the meeting and 
appearance of Sheriff Clark. 

In addition to speal-ing about the Selma -Montgomery 
march, Clark criticized the press and stated that they 
made the marchers look like heroes when in reality many of 
those who participated in the march were people who had 
criminal records and who had come from the north to Selma 
to ta!:e part in the march. 

He stated that the march was a communist conspiracy 
between the Communist Party and Martin Luther King, and was 
well planned in advance of the march itself.
